Denied People a Voice,

Mr. Toney then arose and asked Uf some
of tho citizens present might be allowed
to take the ficor. This was strénuousaly
opposed by . Whakefleld, who sald that
Tie was a mouthplece of hls constituents,
and that he suppored the other members
to be the same, and that, as they #ad
been elected by the people for this pur-
Ppose, it was {for them to speak.

The suggestion did not tike, and though
thers were present many prominent eltl-
zens who would, no doubt, have llked to
spealk on the question, none wera nEled
to come forward.

Mr. Bradley, replylng to the aftacks
on the Annexation Committes for not hav-
ing made a report, sald that they were
willlng to report, but thought {t best to
walt untl] the Legislature had passed a
bill whioh would cover the annexation
of Richmond and Manchester,

Mr. Toney undertosk the defenss of the
positlon of the ‘comumlttes, and sald that
there had been no specific time arranged
tor the committes to make Its report hacl
to the body frem which they were ap-
pointed, and that faith should be pldced
In the mambers of the committee that
they would report back in dus course,

Ha thought ft would but an act of

courtesy for an extension of time to be
granted them. He maintained, furthor,
that the commlttes should walt until
the proposed annexation bl should he
pasaad by the Leglslature, ns otherwise
#ny report that they might make would,
perhaps  he worthless, Mr. Wakofeld
apoke agaln on his side of tha question,
nnd several wordy battles followed.
Mr. Bradloy then, after having had n
conference with Mr, Jones, came for-
ward and offered to make the report
within fifteen minutes, Mr. Toney oftared
a resolution that tho committes should
be given fifteen minutes, and be &l-
lowed to hand in its rsport. The ques-
tlon was put and falled, The council
then' rame hack to the original resslu-
tion.
The pltch of excltement w=as not re-
ducad when Mr, Toney aross and read an
extract from ona of the afternoon papors,
which stoted that a questlon was being
nsked tha clty fathers as to wheothar
money was baing used in matters af-
fecting annexation, “Mr, Toney offered a
resolutlon. that ' three members of the
lower body and two from the Beard of
Aldermen be appointed a committes to
Investigate the charge of maney belng
uéed In the fight. The'ohalr appointed
Messrs. Toney, Adking and Bradley. The
last two nsked to be excused, as they
era memhers of the Committee on Annex-
atlon. Moessrs. Wakeflald and Tavior
were appolnted In thelr stead.

Reads the Agreement.
Ir. Hradley was allowed ths floor to
read the agreement that had been ar-
ranged between the annexation commit-
Lees of the two clties.
He read as follows:

that by the end of the period of five
years hercin referred to the whole of
the eald specinl fund shall bove been
elther expended or lst to contrapt,
but no improvements shall ba mada
in sl territory until after the' re-
port of a majority of the representa-
tives from Manchester In the Coun-
el of the city of Rlchmond apd ap-
proval of sald work by tho Councl]
of the oity of Riohmeond, Va., the
sCouncil of the clty of Richmond!shall
approprinte forty  thousend dollars
(540,000, wlithin sixty daye from the
dite consolidetioi! shall become ef-
footive and annually theregfler,

4, Richmond to guarantes the oon-
gtruotlon of w free bridgs at or near
the site of the present Mapyo's Bridge,
to connest with lower Flull Street,
the work on which shall commenocs
within' six montha after consolldation
has taken place, and be pushed 'to
completion ns Apeedily as pruoticable.

5.  Mpnohesater to be supplied with
eleotric llghts for street lghting on

. and ofter April 1, 1807, and with gos
ond water of llkte quallty with other
portions of Rlohynond, and with squal

whether aleotive or appointly
providedd for at thelr present average
Income from their office untll tha expl-
ration of thelr present terms.

7. Richmond (o commenco Lhe erae-
tion in Mpnohestor, within twelvn
montha after consolldation ghall he-
come effective, on somn sultable and
convenlent aite, onr modern, p=to-
date, properly equipped, white sohool
tilding, to cost not lesa than thirty
thousand dollars ($30,000), the eame
1o ba opersted s goon ne completed,

8. The matter of the consolldation of

_the cities, as hereby proposed, béfore
it gholl become effoctlve, shall he re-
ferred by proper leglslative aet to the
clectornte of the olty of Manchester,
and by them approved by a majority
vote.
. After he had read the agreament, Mr,
Bradley explalned that the taxes In DMan-
chester could not be changed for flve
years, and maintalned that there would
be an Increase In property valuation.
